I  have  pleasure  in  laying  my  Annual  Report  before  you 
upon  the  health  anil  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  pf 
Tunbridge  Wells  for  the  year  1917. 

In  doing  so,  I  experience,  not  for  the  first  time,  the 
gratification  of  being  able  to  state  that  the  general  health 
of  the  Borough  has  been  satisfactory,  and  so  far  as  the 
Mortality  from  Zymotic  disease  is  concerned,  allows  me  to 
declare  a  mere  fractional  rate  per  1,000  and  one  of  the  lowest 
numbers  on  record. 

The  report  is  a  brief  summary  in  accordance  with  the 
directions  contained  in  the  Local  Government  Board  circular 
dated  28th  December,  1917. 

During  the  year  we  experienced  an  extensive  outbreak  of 
German  Measles  (or  Rubella)  as  did  many  other  towns  in 

the  country,  and  in  consequence  I  had  to  close  many  of 

the  Schools  in  the  Borough. 

I  must  not  omit  this  occasion  to  pass  without  reference 

to  the  great  service  Mr.  James  Cave,  the  Chief  Sanitary 

Inspector,  also  the  Staff,  have  rendered  in  the  fulfilment  of 
the  duties  of  the  office  in  the  course  of  the  year,  and  I 
have  to  thank  Mr.  Cave  for  giving  me  his  assistance  in  the 
preparation  of  this  report.

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Vital  Statistics  of  the  District. 

The  Registrar-General  has  estimated  the  population  of  the 
Borough,  from  figures  obtained  under  the  National  Registra¬ 
tion  Act,  to  be  30,751  for  the  Death  Rate  and  34,279  for 
the  Birth  Rate. 

Births. — The  total  number  of  births  registered  in  the  district 
was  318,  the  rate  being  11.1  per  thousand  as  compared  with 
the  rate  of  14.2  per  thousand  in  1916.  218  hoys  and  162 

girls  were  born. 

Deaths. — 440  deaths  were  registered  in  the  Borough,  and 
after  correction  for  inward  and  outward  transfers  the  number 
of  deaths  of  inhabitants  was  465,  this  gives  a  death  rate 
of  15.1  per  thousand  as  compared  with  the  same  figure  exactly 
for  1916. 

The  figure  for  correction  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General, 
in  order  that  it  may  be  compared  in  age  and  sex  constitution 
to  the  death  rate  in  the  Kingdom  generally,  is  0.8683,  applying 
this  correction,  the  Tunbridge  Wells  death  rate  is  13.1  per 
thousand. 

Infant  Mortality . — 31  deaths  of  infants  below  one  year  of 
age  occurred,  giving  a  mortality  of  81.6  per  thousand  ias 
compared  with  61.8  per  thousand  in  1916. 

Infectious  Diseases. — The  administrative  work  in  regard  to 
Infectious  Diseases  including  Tuberculosis  has  been  carried 
out  on  the  lines  laid  down  in  previous  reports.  The  number 
of  cases  notified  is  shown  on  Table  II.  and  the  number  of 
deaths  on  Table  III. 


Means  to  prevent  Mortality  in  Childbirth  and  Infancy. 

9,132  visits  (of  which  303  were  first  visits  and  1,829  re-visits) 


were  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  to  give  advice  to  mothers 
on  general  hygiene  of  infancy,  and  has  been  much  appreciated. 
Special  visits  have  been  made  when  circumstances  demanded 
same,  and  especially  during  the  warm  weather  when  most 
danger  was  to  be  apprehended  from  diarrhoea. 


The  Infant  Consultation  Centre  continues  its  good  work 
with  unabated  success  under  the  able  direction  of  Dr.  Perkins, 
who  informs  me  that  the  total  number  of  mothers  and 
guardians  who  attended  for  advice  during  1917  was  116,  the 
total  number  of  attendances  being  550.  Considering  the  smaller 
number  of  births  compared  with  1916,  the  above  figures  prove 
that  mothers  appreciate  the  value  of  advice  obtained  at  the 
clinic.  The  increased  price  and  shortage  of  milk  and  other 
commodities  has  much  increased  the  difficulty  of  rearing  arti¬ 
ficially  fed  infants,  but  all  in  attendance  with  about  two 
exceptions  have  survived,  and  most  of  them  done  well  as 
shown  in  the  Baby  Week  success. 


Food  Inspection  and  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

2971bs.  of  food,  namely  371bs.  beef,  131bs.  liver,  31bs.  kid¬ 
neys,  201bs.  herrings,  1681bs.  mackerel,  and  561bs.  cheese  were 
surrendered  and  dealt  with. 

108  samples  of  food  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst. 

One  vendor  was  prosecuted  and  fined  respectively  as  follows: 
Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  £3  and  10s.  fid.  costs;  Margarine  Act, 
5s.  and  10s.  fid.  costs;  Defence  of  Realm  Act,  5s.  and  5s. 
costs. 

One  prosecution  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  was 
dismissed.
